MALARIA CASES 
ARE REPORTED 


Outbreak Of Disease In 
Oregon Traced To 
S. Pacific 


BY JANE STAFFORD 
Science Service Medical Writer 
Chicago— A 12-year-old girl and 
a grown woman living in a rural 
section of Oregon have contracted 
m alaria from a soldier returned 
from the Southwest Pacific, Dr. 
S. B. Osgood, h ealth officer of 
Josephine county, Oregon, reports 
in the forthcom ing issue of the 
Journal of the American Medical 
Association here. 
These are the only cases of m a­ 
laria occussing in this rural Ore­ 
gon area as far back as medical 
records go, 
Dr. Osgood 
states. 
Nevertheless, Dr. M. E. Corthell, 
of G rants Pass, Ore., was so alert 
that the diagnosis of m alaria was 
m ade in the first case w itnin two 
hours of the tim e the little girl 
came to his office. 
She 
lived 
in 
an 
unscreened 
house which was only partially 
finished and lacked panes in sev­ 
eral of the windows. The veteran, 
her great-uncle 
who had 
con­ 
tracted m alaria in A ustralia, lived 
in a tent about 50 feet from her 
house for about two weeks before 
she 
started 
having 
chills 
and 
fever. 
Mosquitoes w ere plentiful 
and on exam ination w ere found to 
be the m alaria-spreading variety. 
Existence of 
this kind 
of mos­ 
quitoes in this rural Oregon area 
had not previously even been sus­ 
pected. 
The second case was a neighbor 
whose house was well w ithin the 
m osquito range of the returned 
soldier’s tent. 
A logging 
partner of the re­ 
turned soldier who shared the tent 
may also have contracted malaria. 
lie has returned to Texas and so 
far Dr. Osgood has been unable 
to get in touch w ith him.

Busy As Discharges 
Grow In Number 


Sixty veterans from the 
Delta 
county area are now in 
univer­ 
sities or vocational training schools 
and the requests of IO others for 
schooling training are now being 
processed in the Office of 
Vet­ 
erans Affairs here, 
according 
to 
Gerald Cleary, secretary. 
Veterans from Delta county are 
now attending, under the provis­ 
ions of the G. I. Bill of 
Rights, 
University 
of 
Michigan, Detroit 
University, Marquette 
University 
at Milwaukee, Northwestern Uni­ 


versity at Chicago, and Northern 
.Michigan College of Education at 
'Marquette in accounting, law, den­ 
tistry, science and art classes. Be­ 
tides this a number of 
veterans 
I are 
taking 
vocational 
training 
(courses, including electrical work, 
plumbing, wood 
working, 
shoe 
work and one veteran is an 
ap­ 
prentice learning 
the 
trade 
of 
making artificial limbs in Detroit. 
Altogether a little over 400 men 
from Delta county have been dis­ 
charged from service 
since 
the 
start of the war. 
Of 
this 
total 
about 200 were discharged 
be­ 
cause they were over-age, or to 
return to jobs in essential indus­ 
try. None in this group were in 
overseas service. 
The remaining number, approx­ 
imately 200, were discharged be­ 
cause of disabilities incurred in, 
or aggravated by military service. 
Of this 200 about 75 were combat 
casualty cases. Included are those 
who suffered severe burns, 
loss 


of an eye, arm or leg, or serious 
gunshot wounds. Some 
of 
these 
wounds are in the head, and a few 
have shrapnel lodged so near the 
brain the metal cannot be remov­ 
ed. A few have malaria, and one 
is tubercular. 
Fifteen of these combat 
cases 
have been rehospitalized after re­ 
turning 
home. 
This 
additional 
treatment is provided at Veterans 
Hospital in Milwaukee. 
When men are discharged from 
service the State Office of 
Vet­ 
erans Affairs at Lansing is noti­ 
fied by the state Selective Service. 
The state office notifies the 
vet­ 
eran that he will find a Veterans 
Affairs office in his county and 
requests him to contact that office 
on any of his problems, such 
as 
hospitalization benefits, compensa­ 
tion, reemployment, 
loans linger 
the G. I. Bill of Rights, and voca­ 
tional training. 
In all cases of veterans seeking 
reemployment, the veteran is re­ 


ferred to the U. 
S. 
Employment 
Service by the Cilice of Veterans

Red Squill Obtained; Boy 
Scouts To Help In 
Campaign 


A campaign against rats is to be 
carried out in the city of Glad­ 
stone, City Manager H. J. Hen- 
rikson announces. 
A quantity of rat bait of poison 
has been procured by the city and 
will be distributed free to all per­ 
sons desiring it. 
Before the distribution is made a 
general drive is to be made with 
the cooperation of the Boy Scouts. 
Scouts will contact various homes 
in a given area and learn where, 
if any rats, exist in the neighbor­ 
hood. They will then obtain the 
red squill and place it where it 
will do the most good. 
The poison is put up in tiny en­ 
velopes and need not be handled 
other than In the envelopes. Each 
bears the wording: “Ready to Use, 
Do Not Open. 
Just 
Place This 
Packet Where a Rat Can Find It.”

DOG BITES MUST I 
BE REPORTED 


Health Department Urges 
Prompt Action In 
Matter 


Attention is called by Dr. C. F. 
Lockwood, 
Alger - Schoolcraft 
health physician, to the import­ 
ance of reporting promptly, 
all 
cases of dog bites in 
the 
com­ 
munity. 
Rabies is more or less prevalent 
during the summer months in the 
lower peninsula, says Dr. 
Lock­ 
wood, and often a quarantine is 
imposed during the time tourists 
come to the upper peninsula tak­ 
ing their dogs with them. For that 
reason there is always a possibil­ 
ity of infection being spread. 
Any dog or animal that has bit­ 
ten a person shall be held in con­ 
finement for a period of at least IO 
days from the date the person was 
bitten, lf during the period of con­ 
finement the animal dies or shows 
signs of rabies, the person bitten 
should 
be 
given 
prophylactic 
treatment with rabies vaccine. 
It is highly important, says Dr. 
Lockwood, that the dog or animal 
should be under quarantine 
and 
observation and not killed. If the 
animal is killed at the outset there 
is no way of knowing whether 
such animal is infected or not and 
the only safe procedure consists of 
giving the rabies vaccine, 
which 
requirt . a daily injection for 14 
to 21 day ..
